pearance,  and  g iye  the  impreasion  that  the  whole  coun¬ 
try  hae  Uken  winga,  and  ia  trying  to  fly. 

The  eatimated  annual  coatoryalueoftheaerOOOO  wind- 
milla,  ia  *3,600,000.  They  not  only  grind  corn,  but  are 
employed  in  Holland  almoat  aa  yarioualy  aa  the  ateam- 
eagine.  They  aaw  timber,  cruah  rape-aeed  for  oil, 
grind  anuif,  and  beat  hemp,  &c.  But  they  perform  a 
more  important  aeryice  in  draining  the  land.  It  ia  aaid 
that  “one  half  of  the  wind-milla  haye  water-wheela 
attached  to  them,  which  act  aa  pumpa,  and  by  conatant- 
ly  raiaiag  the  water  into  the  canala,  alone  keep  the  low 
land  dry  and  fit  for  cultiyation,  and  the  habitation  of 
man.”  Rembrant  the  celebrated  painter  waa  born  in  a 
wind-mill,  near  Leiden,  aa  wind-milla  are  often  thehomea 
of  familiea. 

On  our  way  to  Leiden  we  atopped  at  the  Hague,  a 
beautiful  and  rural  city  of  aome  61,000  inhabitanta,  and 
the  reaidence  of  the  King  of  Holland.  It  abounda  in  I 
treea  and  ahubbery  of  moat  luxuriant  growth,  which 
almoat  hide  the  city  from  diatant  yiew  by  their  denae 
and  lofty  foliage.  The  city  containa  many  objecta  of 
hiatorical  intereat,  and  aeaociation  of  by-gone  yeara. 
The  elder  Adama,  father  to  John  Ouincy  Adama,  re- 
aided  here  for  aome  time,  in  a  house  which  he  purchaa^d 
for  *14,000,  while  negotiating  a  treaty  with  Holland, 
for  aid  in  achieying  the  grand  enterprise  of  American 
Independence.  At  the  mansion  of  the  present  able 
U.  S.  Ambasaador,  the  Hon.  George  Folsom,  we  met  an 
agreeable  party  of  Americans  on  the  eyening  of  July 
4th,  assembled  in  honor  of  that  memorable  day. 

The  sluggish  and  stagnant  waters  in  the  canals  in  and 
all  about  the  Hague,  are  moved  by  wind-mill  power, 
three  miles  distant,  near  the  sea,  which  pumps  in  pure 
water  to  displace  and  drive  out  the  stagnant  by  a  slow 
and  languid  process.  A  little  distance  from  Leiden,  the 
expiring  Rhine  ia  helped  to  discharge  itself  into  the  sea 
by  means  of  a  canal  with  gigantic  sluice-gates.  The 
mouth  of  the  Rhine  had  remained  closed  from  the  year 
840,  when  a  violent  tempest  heaped  up  an  impenetrable

P.  I  do  not  exactly  know  what  that  means,  or  what 
meaning  you  may  attach  to  that  word,  or  what  doctrines 
are  connected  with  it,  as  I  do  not  find  that  the  word  of 
God  treats  of  it. 

Af.  Then  I’ll  tell  you  what  it  means.  A  Protestant 
is  one  who  protests  against  the  Holy  Roman  Catholic 
Church.

Holy  Scriptures,  I  discovered  that  the  Romish  Church 
taught  many  deceitful  things — 

Af.  (wit A  mucA  anger),  What !  I  never  saw  greater 
presumption  than  this.  Don’t  you  know  that  it  is  not 
given  to  either  you  or  me  to  search  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
and  therein  to  detect  the  errors  of  the  established  religion ; 
and  that  they  are  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  certain  class 
only,  and  not  in  Uta  possession  of  others  1 

P.  If  you  will  allow  me  to  have  the  Bible  they  took 
from  me,  I  will  show  you  therein  that  the  word  of  God 
does  not  teach  such  things. 

Af.  Oh !  that  copy  full  of  notes  and  MSS.  is  yours, 
is  it  t  how  long  have  you  been  reading  it  1 

P.  Three  years. 

Af.  I  have  to  tell  you,  by  order  of  the  Government, 
that  you  must  either  leave  the  country,  or  remain  in 
prison  as  long  as  they  see  fit. 

P.  I  choose  my  passport  rather  than  bo  kept  in  prison. 

The  examination  of  the  other  prisoner  was  nearly 
the  same :  the  only  apparent  diilerence  was,  that  when 
asked  what  his  doctrines  were,  he  answered,  “  1  adhere 
to  the  doctrines  contained  in  the  Bible  as  the  revelation 
of  God’s  thoughts,  and  I  receive  no  other  than  such  as 
are  therein  expressed.” 

These  two  persons  were  then  directed  to  sign  a  paper 
declaring  that  they  preferred  exile  to  imprisonment,  and 
the  next  day  they  received  their  passports. 

They  demanded,  however,  the  act  of  their  condemna¬ 
tion,  on  the  ground  that  their  passports  did  not  show 
why  they  were  sent  away,  or  for  what  length  of  time; 
and  that,  as  the  case  stood,  they  might  be  accused  of 


suffice.  Perhaps  on  some  peculiar  section  of  a 
continent  or  island,  it  may  be  advisable  to  station 
an  intermittent  light ;  but  in  such  a  ca.se  the  light 
must  be  regtUarly  intermittent,  or  it  will  be  useless.

We  give  below  a  I 
specimen  of  these  results  which  speak  for  them- ' 
selves.  A  missionary  of  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union  laboring  in  the  West,  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  of  his  efforts  in  two  neighbor¬ 
hoods  : — 

“  At  precisely  10  o’clock  we  arrived  at  the  place. 
It  is  a  log  school  house,  situated  in  a  retired  spot 
on  the  edge  of  the  woods.  We  find  it  full  of  people, 
men,  women  and  children,  and  a  number  are  stand¬ 
ing  around  the  door.  From  these  we  learn  a  few 
particulars  respecting  the  neighborhood.  They  are 
and  ever  have  been  entirely  destitute  of  religious 
instruction.  There  has  never  been  but  one  sermon 
preached  in  the  neighborhood  since  its  first  settle¬ 
ment  twenty  years  ago,  and  never  a  Sunday-school. 
We  enter  the  house.  After  a  son^  of  praise  and 
prayer  to  God,  they  give  their  profound  attention 
for  nearly  an  hour  to  a  familiar  discourse  on  the 
subject  of  Sunday-schools,  in  which  the  speaker 
endeavors  to  show  the  importance  of  religious  in¬ 
struction,  and  the  advantages  of  a  Sunday-school 
as  one  of  the  best  methods  of  promoting  it,  es¬ 
pecially  in  a  neighborhood  where  there  is  no  pub¬ 
lic  ministry.  The  manner  of  a  Sunday-school  is 
set  forth  somewhat  in  detail,  showing  the  way  of 
conducting  it — exhibiting  the  mode  of  instruction 
and  the  objects  and  usefulness  of  a  Sunday-school 
library,  &c.  A  proposition  is  then  made  that  all 
in  favor  of  having  .such  a  school,  and  who  would 
pledge  themselves  to  maintain  it,  should  signify  it 
by  rising.  Every  individual  in  the  house  except 
one  (who  had  come  in  fro n  idle  curiosity)  rises. 
Before  resuming  their  seats,  an  old  man  whose 
silvered  locks  hung  in  ringlets  over  his  shoul¬ 
ders,  with  tremulous  voice  breaks  the  silence: 
“  Friends,”  .said  he,  “  this  is  the  very  thing  we  want 
in  our  neighborhood.  It  is  the  very  thing  I  want. 
I  never  had  any  learning.  My  father  never  sent 
me  to  school  a  day.  I  h<.d  no  schooling.  Some

We  often  hear  tht  remark,  “  It  is  a  great  thing 
to  die” — and  so  it  is.  Death  is  the  king  of  terrors. 
We  instinctively  shrink  back  from  the  last  mortal 
struggle ;  but  thoustfids  suffer  vastly  more  from 
the  dread  of  death,  than  from  the  pains  of  disso¬ 
lution  ;  incomparabljr  more,  during  a  protracted 
mortal  sickness,  than  in  the  last  hour  or  day  that 
closes  it.  Still  it  iaft  great  thing  to  die.  Death 
separates  us  from  all  that  we  hold  dear  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  world.  It  closes  our  eyes  forever  upon  all 
earthly  scenes.  It  vrests  the  current,  and  seals 
up  the  fountain  of  life — changing  the  once  loved 
form  into  a  cold  marble  statue ;  bearing  it  away 
in  solemn  procession  to  the  grave  ;  shutting  it  up 
in  that  dark  and  narrow  house,  and  ushering  the 
soul  into  a  new  and  untried  state  of  being.  All 
this  makes  it  a  great  thing  to  die.  It  is  justly  so 
regarded  and  spoken  of  everywhere. 

But  how  few  seriously  consider,  how  great  a 
thing  it  is  to  live.  And  yet,  in  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  point  of  view,  i<  is  an  infinitely  greater  thing 
to  live  than  to  die.  It  is  striking  to  notice  how

prey.  Few  lives  could  be  of  more  value  than 
that  of  our  departed  friend.  How  many  interests, 
personal,  domestic,  social,  and  religious,  have 
suffered  by  her  death.  I  cannot  but  compare  this 
calamity,  paradoxical  as  the  comparison  may 
seem,  to  a  tree  falling  on  every  side,  making  a  sort 
of  circular  fall,  carrying  with  it  disaster  on  every 
hand.  Still,  Death  did  not  heed  this.  He  is  an 
inexorable  foe.  He  cares  not  for  youth,  riches,  man¬ 
sions,  friends,  dependants,  institutions,  churches, 
husbands,  wives,  or  children,  but  in  pite  of  them 
all  will  he  carry  off  his  victim  to  his  gloomy  and 
narrow  cell. 

How  needful  it  is  to  be  prepared  for  this  event. 

Let  me  explain  what  I  mean  by  a  preparation 
for  death.  I  mean,  reconciliation  with  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ; — I  mean,  the  cul¬ 
ture  of  the  sentiments  of  love,  trust,  reverence, 
esteem,  gratitude,  and  homage  toward  our  heavenly 
Father; — I  mean,  the  practice  of  righteousness, 
truth,  goodness,  and  mercy  toward  man.  If  you 
are  living  such  a  high  and  hallowed  life  as  this, 
then  if  death  come  in  the  unconsciousness  of  sleep, 
in  the  delirium  of  a  fever,  in  the  delusive  hopes  of 
consumption,  in  the  stupors  of  apoplexy,  in  the 
sudden  crush  of  some  fatal  accident,  giving  no 
notice  of  his  approach,  still,  such  an  individual  is 
prepared  to  meet  his  (Sod. 

Are  you  thus  prepared  ?  If  death  were  to  seize 
you  without  the  slightest  notice,  would  you  wake 
up  amid  the  splendor  and  songs  of  heaven,  or  lift 
up  your  eyes  in  hell,  being  in  torment  ?  Is  it  wise, 
is  it  not  madness  to  leave  the  subject  in  uncer¬ 
tainty  ?  If  our  departed  friend  had  not  been  ready 
before  her  fatal  illness,  it  would  have  been  impos¬ 
sible  for  her  to  have  became  prepared  for  the  great 
change.  At  first,  none  of  her  friends  thouglit  she 
was  in  the  least  danger ;  but  when  she  was  pro¬ 
nounced  in  great  peril,  it  was  too  late — her  senses 
were  shut,  her  mind  wandered,  she  could  neither 
hear  nor  speak.  Death  took  her  aside,  separated  her 
from  all  her  friends,  and  without  a  single  word  of 
dying  advice  or  consolation,  she  was  removed  to 
another  world.  You  may  be  found  by  the  King 
of  Terrors  in  like  circumstances.  Does  not  death 
seem  always  to  come  suddenly  ?  How  few  in  their 
last  illness  are  willing  or  able  to  prepare  to  meet 
their  Judge.  If  they  appear  to  do  this,  how  unsatis¬ 
factory  are  death-bed  repentances  !  Let  me  entreat 
you,  while  in  health,  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come ; 
to  lay  hold  of  eternal  life ;  to  make  the  Son  of  God 
your  Savior,  to  begin  to  live  a  divine  life  among 
men 


Lbidbr,  Holland,  July  6th,  1851. 

In  our  summer  wanderings  among  the  interesting 
aeenes  and  objects  of  luxuriant  and  beautiful  Holland, 
we  lighted  down  here  yesterday  in  this  good  old  city  of 
Leiden.  It  is  half  embowered  by  the  dense  green  foliage 
of  innumerable  trees  which  flourish  like  willows  by  the 
water-courses.  An  almost  Sabbath  stillness  prevails  in 
the  streets  of  this  neat  and  rural  city,  which  is  only  in¬ 
terrupted  by  the  brief  rumbling  of  the  cars  and  the  hiss¬ 
ing  of  the  engine,  as  it  pauses  a  moment  in  the  suburbs  to 
set  down  passengers,  and  then  passes  away  like  a  vision 
of  the  night.  We  venerate  this  old  city,  it  is  so  full  of  Pil¬ 
grim  memories.  As  connected  with  the  names  and  his¬ 
tory  ofour  Pilgrim  fathers,  there  is  a  charm  in  its  very  | 
name.  That  noble  band  of  Christian  heroes  were  exiles 
here.  They  breathed  this  atmosphere.  They  walked 
these  streets  at  enrly  dawn,  at  mid-day  sun  and  evening 
hour.  Here  they  sought  and  found  an  asylum  and  a 
covert  from  the  storm  which  drove  them  from  their  na¬ 
tive  land.  Here,  in  this  “  goodly  and  pleasant  city,”  as 
they  called  it,  they  sojourned  the  twelve  years  of  their 
Holland  pilgtimage.  From  their  exile  dwellings  and 
family  altars  here  went  up  the  ardent  prayer  to  heaven, 
for  heaven’s  guidance  and  direction  along  the  dark  and 
dubious  paths  of  their  future  career.  We  almost  fancy 
we  can  hear  the  echo  of  their  retiring  footsteps  dying 
away  in  the  distance,  as  we  tread  along  the  streets  they 
trod.  We  came  here  a  stranger  and  alone,  but  not  an 
exile,  as  they  did.  And  as  we  look  up  into  the  deep 
blue  skies  which  once  canopied  their  heads,  and  on  the 
same  celestial  sun  which  once  shone  around  their  foot¬ 
steps,  we  feel  the  natural  inspiration  of  this  Pilgrim 
scene.  Our  truant  thoughts  leap  back  over  the  space  of 
two  hundred  and  thirty  years,  to  the  time  when  these 
streets  saw  their  passing  forms,  and  this  atmosphere  lis¬ 
tened  to  their  songs  and  their  supplications.  But  they 
were  only  brief  actors  here  in  that  scene  of  one  of  earth’s 
most  interesting  dramas.  They  passed  away,  to  act 
their  part  on  Plymouth  shores.  Time  dropped  her 
curtain,  and  hid  them  from  terrestrial  view  in  their 
transit  to  celestial  scenes.  If  the  spirits  of  the  good 
come  back  to  re-survey  earth’s  localities,  and  the 
schools  of  sorrow  and  of  suffering  where  they  learned 
probationary  lessons  of  heavenly  wisdom,  as  is  our  full 
belief,  we  may  have  passed  some  of  them  in  their  re-vis- 
itings  in  this  old  home  of  their  exile.  We  are  not  sure 
that  we  heard  the  soft  breathings  and  gentle  whisper¬ 
ings  of  these  Pilgrim  spirits,  or  the  rustlings  of  their 
angel  wings,  Canning  our  cheeks  as  we  went  musing 


ever  they  should  attempt  to  return — were  they  exiled  for 
lifel 

The  magistrate  refused  the  act  of  condemnation— said 
they  had  only  been  examined,  that  they  had  had  no  trial, 
and  had  signed  a  paper  saying  that  they  would  rather 
leave  the  country  than  wait  longer  in  prison  for  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Government ! 

So  they  were  obliged  to  go,  with  passports  indicating 
that  they  were  sent  out  of  the  country,  leaving  the  every- 
whcre-tyrannical  police  to  imagine  the  worst  of  them. 

M.  the  master  of  the  house,  arrested  at  the  same  time 
with  these,  remains  still  in  prison  ;  and,  from  subsequent 
proceedings,  wo  fear  he  is  destined  to  lie  there  a  long 
time. 

Ten  days  after  the  arrest  of  M.  some  gend’arines  pre¬ 
sented  themselves  at  the  house  at  12  o’clock.  Mrs.  M. 
was  occupied,  with  a  little  girl  of  15,  in  preparing  their 
dinner.  The  corporal  addressed  himself  first  to  the 
child,  and  said  to  her.  You  may  put  on  your  bonnet 
and  come  with  mo.  The  child,  after  the  first  remon¬ 
strance  of  terror,  begged  the  man  to  allow  her  to  walk 
some  distance  before  him  in  going  to  the  court,  that  she 
might  not  be  taken  for  some  dishonest  girl.  To  this  the 
corporal  consented,  as  even  he  seemed  softened  by  the 
manner  and  evident  character  of  this  child— well  brought 
up  as  she  has  been  by  a  pious  Protestant  father,  and  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  some  English  Christian  ladies.  Her 
examination,  and  the  tieatmcntof  her  by  the  authorities, 
make  a  most  interesting  narrative,  which  1  reserve  for

you  be  led  to  do  this  now,  then  our  friend  will  not 
have  died  in  vain;  her  spirit  will  rejoice  over  your

The  gend  armes  then  told  Mrs.  M.  that  they  had  come 
by  order  of  Government  to  take  her  to  prison.  Without 
allowing  her  time  to  take  any  refreshment,  or  set  her 
rooms  in  order,  or  make  those  preparations  which  her 
feeble  health  required  in  the  circumstances,  they  locked 
up  the  house,  took  the  key  with  them,  and  hurried  her 
away  to  prison,  where  she  still  remains,  in  a  miserable 
cell,  destitute  of  every  comfort.

She  is  exactly  one  of 
those  well-grounded,  Judicious,  and  active  Christians — 
a  little  past  middle  life— whom  evangelical  pastors  in  the 
United  States  know  how  to  prize.  We,  who  know  her 
well,  feel  truly  afflicted  at  her  imprisonment.  An  Eng-

piness  would  of  itself  more  than  reconcile  her  to 
the  event  which  severed  her  from  her  mourning 
husband  and  helpless  children  ;  and  if  I  know  the 
heart  of  that  husband,  1  feel  assured  that  the  bare 
thought  of  such  a  result  would  throw  a  light  on 
its  gloom,  and  relieve  its  sorrow  by  a  beam  of  be¬ 
nevolent  joy.

vious  of  the  foolish,  when  I  saw  the  prosperity  of 
the  wicked.  For  there  are  no  bands  in  their  death, 
but  their  strength  is  firm.” 

It  is  not  the  manner  in  which  men  die,  that  in¬ 
dicates  their  character  in  the  sight  of  God,  and 
fixes  their  eternal  destiny,  but  the  manner  in  which 
they  live.  Nothing  depends  upon  the  mere  event 
of  dying.  It  is  impossible,  in  this  respect,  to  dis¬ 
cern  between  the  righteous  and  the  wicked,  be¬ 
tween  him  that  serveth  God,  and  him  that  serveth 
him  not.  But  to  live,  to  live  so  as  to  be  prepared 
to  die  and  give  up  an  account  of  our  stewardship, 
is  the  great  thing.  We  shall  not  be  inquired  of  in 
the  day  of  judgment,  How  did  you  feel  when  you 
was  dying  ?  How  much  pain  did  you  suffer  in 
passing  through  the  dark  valley  ?  What  light  shone 
^  upon  your  path,  or  what  darkness  rested  upon  it? 

!  None  of  these.  But  how  did  you  live?  What  use 
I  did  you  make  of  your  talents,  your  time,  your 
'  property,  your  influence?  How  did  you  discharge 
I  all  the  social  and  relative  duties  of  life.  How 
many  of  the  widows  and  fatherless  did  you  visit  in 
their  afflictions  ?  What  did  you  do  for  me  ?  I  was 
hungry,  and  did  you  feed  me  ?  Thirsty,  and  did  you 
give  me  drink  ?  Naked,  and  did  ye  clothe  me  ?  Sick, 
and  in  prison,  and  did  you  minister  unto  me  ? 
You  knew  the  world  was  perishing  for  want  of  the 
gospel — the  bread  of  life ;  and  what  did  you  do  to 
fulfill  my  last  command  ?  Did  you  go,  yonrself, 
with  the  lamp  of  salvation,  into  the  dark  places  of 
I  the  earth,  or  did  you  assist  others  to  go,  according 
{  to  the  ability  which  I  gave  you  ?  “  Give  an  account 
■  of  thy  stewardship.” 

{  You  was  once  an  impenitent  sinner.  You  lived 
I  “  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the  world.” 

I  This  was  your  state  by  nature.  You  was  a  child 
i  of  wrath,  justly  condemned,  and  I  offered  you  par¬ 
don,  on  the  conditions  of  repentance  and  faith,  and 
did  you  accept  of  the  offer?  You  lived  so  many 
years  in  the  enjoyment  of  religious  privileges,  and 
with  a  thousand  opportunities  of  doing  good. 
Your  probation  is  closed.  You  must  now  render 
up  your  account,  and  the  question  is  not  how  you 
died,  but  how  you  lived  ;  what  you  did  to  serve 
’  me  and  your  generation,  and  to  “  prepare  to  meet 
your  God.”  It  will  come  to  this,  at  last,  in  sub¬ 
stance,  if  not  in  words.  We  shall  all  be  judged 
out  of  the  books,  and  for  all  the  deeds  done  in  the 
body.  Every  one  most  give  account  of  himself 
I  unto  God. 

,  O  what  a  great  thing  it  is  to  live,  to  live  in  such 
an  age  as  this,  when  there  is  so  much  to  do  at

Their  parents,  and  an  elder  bachelor  brother  of 
their  father,  who  had  always  lived  in  the  family — 
a  man  remarkable  for  his  piety,  had  all  entered 
upon  their  rest  in  heaven. 


tain  her  immediate  release,  on  the  ground  of  her  being 
in  a  suffering  state  from  spine  complaint.  He  repre¬ 
sented  truly  that  it  was  barbarous  to  throw  a  woman  in¬ 
to  a  rude  prison  in  that  condition,  but  his  remonstrance 
was  of  no  avail. 

The  head  of  the  police  was  very  harsh  in  speaking  of 
these  two  worthy  persons,  and  said  it  would  go  hard 
with  them,  “  as  they  were  the  head  of  that  abominable 
Protestant  society.”  This  is  a  mistake,  but  their  house 
was  certainly  a  favorite  resort  of  those  who  love  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord.  The  immediate  occasion  of  these 
and  numerous  other  arrests  since,  shows  to  what  perils 
our  Protestant  families  are  exposed  in  this  country.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  M.  were  betrayed  by  a  maid-servant,  whom 
they  had  taken  great  pains  to  instruct  in  the  Bible,  and 
in  whom  they  at  last  came  to  confide  as  being,  if  not 
converted,  at  least  very  near  the  kingdom  of  God.  She 
seemed  deeply  interested  in  the  little  meetings  occasion- 


worthies.  We  met  the  eye  of  Scaliger  and  Qrotius— of 
Descartes,  Salmasius,  and  Boerhave,  and  their  eminent 
compeers,  seeming  to  say,  in  most  impressive  language, 
f  their  mortal  part  had  gone  to  decay,  their  immortal 
minds  were  still  fresh  with  the  strength  and  vigor  of 
eternal  youth.  The  renown  of  this  University  once 
earned  for  Leiden  the  appellation  of"  the  Athens  of  the 
West.”  The  Museum  of  Natural  History  fills  many 
ooms,  and  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  rare  of  any 
in  Europe ;  so  also  is  its  immenseCabinet  of  Comparative 
Anatomy  of  animals,  from  the  camelopard  down  to  the 
mouse.  And  here  also  the  visitor  may  look  on  all  the 
eathered  tribes  of  creation,  preserved  in  their  vast  vari¬ 
ety  and  beauty,  unsurpassed  by  any  collection  in  the 
world  besides.  We  walked  into  the  Egyptian  Museum, 
and  saw  jewelry  and  trinkets  once  worn  by  the  ladies 
of  ancient  Thebes— such  as  were  borrowed  by  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  on  their  departure  from  Egypt,  of  which 
here  is  a  large  assortment,  and  among  them  a  massive 
armlet  of  solid  gold,  which  bears  the  name  of  Thotmes 
II.  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  oppressor  of  the 
Israelites— and  if  so,  it  was  seen  by  Moses  himself, 
when  he  went  to  urge  the  monarch  of  Egypt  to  let  the 
people  go.  In  the  extensive  and  rare  collection  of  Dr. 

Siebold,  gathered  during  a  residence  of  eight  years  in 
Japan,  the  visitor  may  study  the  character  and  habits  of 
that  singular  people.  But  time  fails  to  recount  the  col¬ 
lected  treasures  of  this  time-honored  city. 

Leiden  is  celebrated  in  the  annals  of  the  past  and  in 
the  hiatery  af  the  werM  by  the  siege  which  it  endured 
from  the  Spaniards,  in  1573—4.  For  nearly  four  months 
the  inhabitants  held  out  amid  the  horrors  of  famine,  till 
6(X)0  had  perished.  Just  when  hope  was  sinking  into 
despair,  two  carrier  pigeons  flew  into  the  town,  bearing 
tidings  that  relief  was  at  hand.  The  dykes  were  cut  to 
let  in  the  water  and  drown  the  Spaniards  by  an  inun¬ 
dation.  A  strong  wind  and  violent  storm  drove  in  the 
flood  upon  the  land,  with  the  force  of  an  overwhelming 
torrent,  up  to  the  very  walls  of  Leiden,  by  which  IflOO 
Spaniards  lost  their  lives,  ^he  same  flood  which  over¬ 
threw  and  destroyed  the  ramparts  of  the  Spaniards,  also 
carried  a  flotilla  of  200  boats,  laden  with  provisions,  up 
to  the  gates  of  Leiden,  for  the  famished  inhabitants 
An  amphibious  battle  was  fought  among  the  branches  of 
the  trees — partly  on  the  dykes,  and  partly  in  the  boau, 
so  that  the  Spaniards,  who  boasted  that  it  was '  ss  im 
poeaihle  for  the  Dutch  to  save  Leiden  from  their  hands, 
as  to  pluck  the  stars  from  heaven,’  were  driven  from  their 
entrenchmenu,  and  many  of  them  perished  by  the  in¬ 
undation.  This  providential  and  almost  miraculous 
deliverance  took  place  Oct  3,  1574,  the  anniversary  of 
which  is  still  commemorated.  Three  days  afterwards 
the  wind  changed  to  the  opposite  direction,  and  blew 
with  such  force  as  to  drive  the  water  back  again,  sothat 
it  waa  said  the  winds  and  the  water  fought  in  defense  of 
Leiden.  The  University  was  founded,  and  given  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Leiden,  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  as  a  re¬ 
ward  for  their  bravery  in  defending  the  city. 

HoUand  is  a  land  of  wind-mills.  They  form  a  feature 
of  the  country,  and  of  all  iu  landscapes.  They  are 
especially  numerous  in  the  vicinity  of  cities  and  villages. 

L,eiAfn  ia  surrounded  with  them.  The  Dutchman  may 
be  — to  have  made  the  wind  his  slave,  so  tnat  every 
peaaiiif  wind  pays  toll,  aa  it  were,  by  turning  a  wind¬ 
mill.  There  are  said  to4e  9000  of  these  wind-mills  in 
HeUand.  They  are  constructed  of  immense  dimen- 
atnw.  A  single  sail  or  arm  is  sometimes  120  imt  in 
Isagdi;  while  80  flmt  is  the  eommon  aixe.  We  saw 
grant  nombers  of  these  maehines  in  motion,  in  different 
plaeee  wheeling  their  long  arms  and  white  sails  in  the 
fidfltaing  bmu.  They  form  a  very  pietureeque  *p-  years. 


Their  father  died  at 
the  age  of  about  76,  their  mother  at  78,  and  the 
uncle  in  his  90th  year. 

The  family  consisted  of  eight  brothers,  all  of 
whoBu  were  present,  the  eldest  being  then  sixty- 
eight,  and  the  youngest  forty-two  years  of  age. 
The  meeting  was  rendered  the  more  remarkable 
and  interesting  by  the  presence  of  a  colored  woman, 
an  old  servant  in  the  family,  with  her  four  child¬ 
ren,  who  had  all  been  born  and  brought  up  in  the  i 
family.  She  was  then  about  ninety  years  of  age, 
and  her  children  respectively  sixty-eight,  sixty-one, 
sixty  and  fifty-four  years.  The  happy  meeting 
was  made  the  occasion  of  religious  exercises,  and 
an  address  of  very  solemn  import  was  delivered  by 
one  of  the  brothers,  reminding  them  of  the  good¬ 
ness  and  mercy  of  God  towards  them,  and  their 
ancestors  ;  and  what  called  for  most  devout  grati¬ 
tude  was  the  fact  that  they  were  descended  from 
pious  parents — had  been  religiously  educated,  and 
all  were  permitted  to  indulge  the  hope  of  a  saving 
interest  in  the  Redeemer. 

The  following  interesting  facts  were  elicited. 
All  the  eight  brothers,  with  their  seven  wives, 
(one  having  never  been  married)  were  professors 
of  religion,  as  were  also  the  aged  colored  woman 
and  her  four  children.  All  the  eight  brothers  were 
members  of  temperance  societies ;  and  of  their 
sixteen  sons  then  living,  most  of  them  were  also 
members  of  temperance  societies,  and  so  far  as 
known,  all  were  sober,  moral  young  men.  There 


than  in  the  case  of  other  men.  You  can  live  and 
enjoy  yourself,  if  your  neighbor  does  hate  you  or 
say  all  manner  of  evil  concerning  you ;  but  he  who 
stands  in  the  relation  of  pastor  of  the  whole  ffock, 
stands  also  in  the  relation  of  friend  of  the  whole 
flock.  It  is  therefore  his  friend  who  rises  up  against 
him,  and  his  friend  that  no  longer  can  be  reckoned 
in  that  relation. 


It  is  said  that  Julius  Ceesar,  when 
assassinated  in  the  Roman  Capitol,  kept  up  some 
resistance  in  hope  of  escape,  till  be  saw  the  well- 
beloved  Brutus  among  the  conspirators ;  and  then 
he  gave  up  in  despair.  It  was  but  another  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  sentiment  of  the  Psalmist ;  and  this  sen¬ 
timent  rests  with  peculiar  force  in  the  bosom  of 
pastors,  for  the  reasons  already  assigned. 

And  yet  there  is  no  pastor,  perhaps,  who  does 
not  know  of  frequent  jealousies  and  evil-speaking 
in  regard  to  him.  Men  speak  of  their  pastor  with 
a  sort  of  hardihood  which  they  adopt  concerning 
no  other  individual.  They  act  as  though  he  had 
none  of  the  sensibilities  of  human  nature,  or  as 
though  he  were  the  property  of  the  whole  parish  in 
such  a  sense  that  every  man  could  throw  him  away 
or  sacrifice  him,  or  defend  him  when  he  is  assailed, 
just  as  the  whims  of  the  moment  may  dictate. 

Now  it  is  a  part  of  the  work  of  a  pastor,  to  meet 
all  these  trials  as  well  as  he  can  ;  and  if  he  some¬ 
times  meet  them  with  a  spirit  which  others  in  their 
selfish  predilections  judge  to  be  wrong,  or  even 
if  he  meet  them  in  a  spirit  which  is  actually  wrong, 
is  it  any  more  than  human  nature  in  its  best  estate 
may  be  expected  to  do  ?  O. 


PRATER  IS  THE  MEASURE  OF  LOVE. 

It  is  a  striking  remark,  ascribed  to  St.  Augustine, 
that  prayer  is  the  measure  of  love.  A  remark 
which  implies  that  those  who  love  much,  will  pray 
much,  and  that  those  who  pray  much,  will  love 
much.  This  remark  is  not  more  scripturally  than 
philosophically  true.  It  is  the  nature  of  love  to 
lead  the  person  who  exercises  this  passion,  as  it 
were,  out  of  himself.  His  heart  is  continually  at¬ 
tracted  towards  the  beloved  object.  He  naturally 
and  necessarily  exercises,  in  connection  with  the 
object  of  love,  the  communion  of  the  affections. 
And  this,  it  will  be  readily  seen — viz  ;  the  commu¬ 
nion  of  the  affections — is  the  essential  characteristic, 
and,  perhaps  it  may  be  said,  the  essence  and  sum  of 
prayer,  in  acceptable  prayer,  the  soul  goes  forth 
to  Grod  in  various  acts  of  adoration,  supplication, 
and  thanksgiving;  all  of  which  imply  feelings  of 
trust  and  confidence,  and  particularly,  love  to  Him 
who  is  the  object  of  prayer.  Accordingly,  he  who 
loves  much,  cannot  help  praying  much.  And,  on 
the  other  hand,  when  the  streams  of  holy  commu¬ 
nion  with  God  fail  in  any  considerable  degree,  it  is 
a  sure  sign  that  there  is  a  shallowness  and  drouglii 
in  that  fountain  of  love  from  which  they  have  their 
source. 

A  REMARKABLE  ANSWER  TO  PRATER. 

“  In  1829  I  was  invited  by  the  pastor  of  a  church 
in  a  village  about  twenty  miles  from  my  own  pa¬ 
rish,  to  come  out  and  assist  him  for  a  few  days  in 
a  special  effort  for  the  salvation  of  his  people. 
He  thought  there  were  indications  for  good  in  hi;, 
congregation,  and  had  made  up  his  mind  to  have 
preaching  every  evening,  together  with  prayer- 
meetings  and  family  visiting  through  the  day. 

I  took  one  of  my  elders  with  me,  and  went  to 
the  house  of  my  brother,  agreeably  to  his  reque-t. 
He  had  made  an  appointment  for  me  to  preach 
that  evening.  The  congregation  was  large  and 
solemn,  and  there  were  some  indications  of  the 
special  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  That  evening 
my  elder  lead  our  devotions  in  family  prayer,  and 
poured  out  his  soul  in  great  fervency  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  sinners.  He  earnestly  besonght  the 
Lord  that  he  would  so  trouble  the  impenitent  that 
they  would  feel  constrained  to  awaken  us  in  the 
night  to  inquire  what  they  should  do  to  be  served. 
After  prayer  we  retired  to  rest,  but  about  midnight 
the  pastor  came  into  our  room  and  awoke  us,  to 
tell  Us  that  a  number  of  sinners  had  collected  at 
the  academy,  who  were  so  distressed  with  a  sense 
of  their  lost  condition,  that  they  bad  sent  a  request 
for  us  to  visit  them.  On  repairing  to  the  place 


by  one  of  the  gend’armes,  and  immediately  seized  and 
led  along  with  the  Dr.  and  the  other  to  the  guard-house. 

“  You  was  going  to  the  meeting,  you  rascal,  and  it  is 
all  the  same  as  though  you  had  been  caught  there,”  was 
the  reply  of  the  corporal  to  his  remonstrance. 

Fortunately  for  two  others  who  had  called  at  the  house 
that  evening— hearing  conversation  louder  than  is  usual 
in  rooms  where  the  walls  have  ears,  they  took  the  pre¬ 
caution  to  peap  in  at  the  window,  when  they  saw  the 
gend’armes,  and  hurried  away. 

The  truth  is,  M.’s  house  has  long  been  a  favorite  re¬ 
sort  of  the  young  converts  in  Florence,  and  though  of 
late  the  family,  and  the  more  judicious  Christian  friends, 
have  used  great  precaution  to  avoid  even  the  appearance 
of  holding  religious  meetings  there,  yet  on  Sunday  even¬ 
ings— when  the  poor  brethren  are  free  from  work,  and 
anxious  to  have  some  religious  conversation — it  has 
been  found  impossible  among  so  many,  to  prevent  the 
accidental  meeting  of  half  a  dozen  or  more  there.  M. 
and  his  wife  were  out  this  evening  purposely,  to  escape 
suspicious  appearances.  But  the  malice  of  the  police 
was  not  thus  to  be  disappointed,  as  we  have  seen. 

Dr.  W.  being  an  Englishman,  was,  although  not  with¬ 
out  considerable  difficulty,  released,  after  22  hours  im¬ 
prisonment.  His  brother-in-law,  a  captain  in  the  Bri¬ 
tish  army,  and  a  man  of  great  spirit  and  determination, 
immediately  upon  hearing  of  the  arrest  of  Dr.  W.  took 
with  him  the  Secretary  of  the  British  Legation,  and 
went  before  the  Minister,  who,  although  at  first  delight¬ 
ed  to  hear  that  “  that  meddlesome  Protestent”  was  in 
prison,  concluded  at  length  that  it  was  not  a  case  in 
which  they  could  brave  Lord  Palmerston,  and  reluc¬ 
tantly  gave  the  order  for  his  release.  s 

Tie  others  taken  to  the  guard-house  with  him,  were 
kept  in  prison  eight  days,  and  then  exiled  in  an  irregu¬ 
lar  manner.  Their  examination  was  as  follows : 

"  The  prisoners  are  accused  of  upostacy,  and  charged 
with  having  in  their  possession  and  reading  the  Bible, 
with  the  intent  of  overthrowing  the  religion  of  Sute.”

M  Have  you  ever  been  at  any  meeting  at  that  house 
to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures  7 

P.  We  have  often  read  ths  Bible  togethar,  and  with 
others  also  who  were  invited  or  happened  to  come  in  ;

Dblw,  Sept.  1861. 

I  love  uiottBUia  scenery.  I  love  to  see  these 
waving  foresta  of  maple,  and  beech,  and  toller 
evergreens, *\nd  thear  rich  pastures  interspersed 
and  climbing  np  so  joyously  to  the  summits  of  the 
highest  hills.  1  love  to  climb  them  myself,  and  to 
look  down  upon  the  smiling  valleys  and  winding 
stteam^  that  water  them.  I  love  to  watch  the 
glad  morning  light,  “  spread  upon  the  mountains,” 
a^  it  flows  down  and  floods  the  valleys;  and  at 
evening,  the  receding  glories  of  the  setting  sun,  as 
they  move  slowly  up  the  eastern  acclivities,  and 
are  followed  by  the  shadows  of  the  western.  I 
lore  to  travel  among  the  mountains,  where  they 
rise  up  before  me,  every  half  mile,  threatening  to 
>hut  me  in,  and  then  recede  se  gracefully  to  let 
me  pass.  I  love  to  gaxe  upon  nature’s  battlements, 
especially  where  they  stand  around,  as  the  ever¬ 
lasting  guardians  of  such  a  beautiful  village  as  this. 

Delaware  County  is  not  a  grain-growing,  but  a 
grazing  county.  I  dare  say  wheat  could  be  raised 
on  some  of  the  hills,  and  probably  is,  though  I  have 
not  noticed  any  signs  of  it.  Some  fine  earn-fields 
I  have  seen  upon  the  intervals ;  oats  are  a  common 
and  profitable  crop,  and  the  soil  is  excellently  adapt¬ 
ed  to  the  growth  of  potatoes,  but  this  year  the  crop 
is  nearly  destroyed  by  that  mysterious  rot,  which, 

I  am  airraid,  is  blasting  the  hopes  of  our  farmers 
throughout  the  country  more  fatally  than  ever. 

The  general  opinion  abroad  is,  that  farming,  in 
the  wheat  counties  of  New-York,  is  more  profit¬ 
able  than  any  use  to  which  the&e  more  frosty  and 
hilly  lands  can  be  put;  bat  I  am  inclined  to  think 
this  is  a  mistake.  Men  who  are  best  capable  of 
making  the  comparison,  assure  me  that  five  hun¬ 
dred  or  a  thousand  dollars  can  be  cleared,  on  a 
good  grazing  farm  in  Delaware,  with  less  labor 
than  on  a  wheat  farm  in  almost  any  other  part  of 
the  State.  Besides  the  great  value  of  the  stock 
and  wool  raised  here,  and  the  cheese  which  is  car¬ 
ried  to  market,  the  single  article  of  butter,  I  am 
told,  brings  in  to  the  farmers,  at  a  low  estimate, 
haif  a  million  of  dollars  annuall  y.  A  vast  deal 
of  lumber  used  to  be  cut  off  and  sent  to  market 
from  these  mountains,  and  the  business  is  still  fol¬ 
lowed  to  some  extent ;  but  it  is  rough  and  hard 
work,  and  less  profitable,  at  best,  than  grazing. 

Delhi,  as  you  know,  is  the  shire  town  of  the 
county.  It  lies  on  the  west  branch  of  the  Dela¬ 
ware  river,  about  twenty  miles  below  its  source, 
and  is  a  very  compact  and  beautiful  village,  of 
about  twelve  hundred  souls.  The  valley  at  this 
point  is  only  just  about  wide  enough  for  one  street, 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  length,  and  there  are 
but  few  buildings  off  from  it  on  either  side.  If  the 
character  of  the  people  correspond  with  its  loca¬ 
tion  and  external  appearance,  it  must  be  a  happy 
valley.  It  is  very  closely  built,  quite  too  closely 
for  safety.  As  you  look  down  upon  it  from  the 
hills  on  either  side,  it  seems  as  if  the  buildings 
touched  each  other ;  and  that  if  a  fire  should  break 
out,  it  might  be  burnt  to  the  ground  in  a  few  hours, 
as  all  our  compact  wooden  villages  are  destined  to 
be,  sooner  or  later.  This,  however,  is  much  better 
protected  than  most  others  by  a  reservoir,  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  off,  and  at  an  elevation  far  above  the 
highest  buildings.  The  water  is  brought  down  in 
iron  pipes,  and  carried  along  the  street  to  hydrants, 
placed  at  suitable  distances,  and  prepared  for  the 
instant  screwing  on  of  the  hose,  when  an  alarm 
is  given.  The  pressure  is  so  great,  that  before  the 
engine  can  arrive,  the  water  may  be  carried  to  the 
highest  roofs. 

There  is  a  charming  little  park  near  the  center 
of  the  village,  on  three  sides  of  which  stand  the 
court-house,  the  academy,  and  two  of  the  churches. 
In  the  center  of  this  park  is  a  fountain,  fed  from 
rhe  reservoir,  and  throwing  up  jets  of  various  di¬ 
ameters,  and  graceful  forms,  which  add  very  much 
to  the  freshness  and  beauty  of  the  enclosure.  Just 
across  the  river,  and  directly  facing  the  court- 
li'juse,  is  a  very  high  hill,  (a  mountain  it  wouVa  W

Now  mo¬ 
ney  has  very  much  the  nature  of  eyes  and  feet ;  if 
we  lock  it  op  in  chests,  or  waste  it  in  needless  ex- 
Mnses  upon  ourselves,  while  the  distressed  want  it 
for  their  necessary  uses ;  if  we  consume  it  in  the 
ridiculous  ornaments  of  apparel,  while  others  are 
starving  in  nakedness,  we  are  not  far  from  the  cru¬ 
elty  of  him  that  chooses  rather  to  adorn  his  house 
with  hands  and  eyes,  than  to  give  them  to  those 
that  want  them.  If  we  choose  to  indulge  ourselves 
in  such  enjoyments  as  have  no  real  use  in  them, 
and  satisfy  no  real  want,  rather  than  to  obtain  an 
eternal  reward  by  disposing  of  our  money  well,  we 
are  guilty  of  his  madness  that  chooses  to  lock  up 
eyes  and  bands  rather  than  to  make  himself  forever 
blessed  by  giving  them  to  those  that  want  them. —
